THE COMSTOCK. 


We wonia rather look on the bright 


Hid* than the dark, but the present out- 
look on the Comstock, we must confess, 
is not at all encouraging, and if we gauge 
it by the price of stocks, can not help 
bat think that .the bright side looks 
really brighter than it should. Possiblj 
the bonanza mines may pay one or two 
more dividends, but it will be hard worl, 
(or them, and outside of the bonanzas 
there is no hope for a dividend from auy 
other mine on the lode within the next 
two years. For months we have been 
lead to believe there was a bonanza in 
the north end, that when the water was 
out, the flooded miues would show up 
another, and there has often been mys- 
terious whisperings about Yellow Jacket, 
AHa and other south end mines. These 
hopes have been shattered. Union has 
proven a failure, Sierra Nevada is not 
much better, and only the insiders 
know why Ophir, Mexican, Utah, Best 
andBelchur and others should sell at 
the rate of two and three millions each, 
when they have no ore, and are not 
likely to have any that will pay more 
than milling expenses. The bonanzas 
that were to be shown up iu the south 
end have not made their appearance, 
and there ure but very few who have any 
idea that the so-called flooded mines 
have any very rich ore on their lower 
levels. There is nothing iu sight but 
assessments, and tho outside public will 
do well to ponder the matter seriously, 
before they continue to contribute good 
money for the benefit of the insiders of 
some of the mines, the operations of 
which have been 
characterized 
by 


fraud and the grossest mismanagement. 


THE UNITED HTA.TKSGRAND JVHY . 


Th« law passed by Congress at the 


late special session, and signed by 
Hayes, which abolished the test oath 
for grand and petit jurors, nnd making 
other amendments in relation to juries 
for United States Courts, thus provides 
for their selection: That the per diem 
pay of each jnror, grand or petit, in any 
court of the United States shall be $2;

A DIO FINANCIAL OPJSUATION. 


M. Leon Say is understood to bs en- 


gaged in preparing a detailed narrative 
of one of the largest financial operations 
on record—the repayment of tho debt 
which tho State owed the Bank of 
France. It may be remembered that 
after the Franco-German "War the Gov- 
ernment was obliged to borrow no less 
a sum than 1,530,000,000, francs, or 
over £153,000,000, to meet the first de- 
mands of the invader. The whole of 
this sum has now been returned to tho 
buuk, the last 00,000,000 francs having 
been paid iu about six weeks ago, In 
spite of the Commune, which at one 
time threatened the destruction of tho 
bank and the ruin of France, and of 
violent political discussions followed by 
ministerial changes, the gigantic opera- 
tion in question was accomplished with 
.marvelous regularity. The circulation 
'of bank notes was never disturbed, and 
the bonk, authorised by law, was ena- 
bled to increase its paper issue without 
seeing its notes suffer any depreciation. 
The consequence, naturally was that the 
forced currency was merely nominal, 


id tuttt few persons were aware that 
was legally abolished on the 1st of 
anuary last. After the war notes of 


2, 3, 5, 20, 50, and 100 francs were 


u circulation. Gradually the smaller 
otes disappeared, and now it is uot 
asy to obtain eveu 100-frauo notes, 
hile the metallic reserve, in the bank 
s larger than it was nt the close of the 
nipire.—[Pull Mall Gazette.
